Ty phoon Erases 
Farming Town 


Japanese Death Toll 
Clim bs Past 2 ,000 


NAGASHIMA, 
Japan (AP) - 
This 
central 
Japanese 
town 
of 
7 .000 
people 
was 
a prosperou s 
farming commu nity ly ing between 
two peacefu l riv ers ru nning into 
the Pacific—u ntil Satu rday . 
Now It is a hell hole. 
Bloated bodies—hu man and cat­ 
tle—float in mu ddy , brown flood­ 
w a t e r that env eloped 9 5 per cent 
of Nagashima when Ty phoon Vera 
tu rned 
the 
riv ers 
into 
raging 
k illers. 
The stench of death is ev ery ­ 
where. 
Nagashima is ty pical of many 
Japanese cities, towns and v il- 
ages. The total of confirmed dead 
in the nation rose today to 2,002 
with 2.015 missing. The ty phoon 
was one of the worst natu ral dis­ 
asters ev er to hit the Japenese 
islands. 
Nobody k nows y et how’ many 
died 
in 
Nagashima. 
After fou r 
day s, police and rescu e work ers 
are still u nable to reach many 
isolated patches of grou nd. 
On one patch of dry grou nd men, 
women and children hu ddled to­ 
gether, some weeping and moan­ 
ing, some too shock ed to whim­ 
per. 
Some wore only u nderclothes. 
All were smeared with mu d. They 
stood or k nelt by bodies for which 
ev en straw cov ering was not av ail­ 
able. 
Most 
su rv iv ors 
in Nagashima 
hav en’t eaten in 31^ day s. 


German ambassadors receiv ed an 
initial briefing Monday . 
British Prim e Minister Harold 
Macmillan said in London that 
a 
su mmit conference of leaders of 
the great powers wou ld be held in 
the near fu tu re. 
Eisenhower made clear to re ­ 
porters only that so far as he per­ 
sonally was concerned his req u ire­ 
ments for a su mmit meeting had 
been su bstantially met. 
Bu t diplomatic officials said that 
while they ex pect a su mmit meet­ 
ing will be held, a final agree­ 
ment and arrangem ents still hav e 
to be work ed ou t. 
Eisenhower’s chief objection to 
going to the su mmit was the ex - \ 
istence 
of 
Khru shchev ’s 
threat, 
made 
last 
Nov ember, 
to 
tak e 
steps which wou ld jeopardize the 
secu rity of West Berlin and of the 
contingent of 
U.S., British 
and 
French troops stationed there. 
The President said at his news 
conference Khru shchev had lifted 
the threat and in fact had stated 
emphatically “ that nev er had he 
any intention to giv e any thing that 
was to be interpreted as du ress 
or compu lsion.” 
As the commu niq u e ending their 
Camp Dav id talk s disclosed, the 
two men agreed on reopening of 
negotiations for t^e settlement of 
the Berlin problem.

Khru shchev and he agreed that, 
in the President’s words, “ These 
negotiations shou ld not 
be pro­ 
longed indefinitely bu t there cou ld 
be no fix ed time limit on them .”

agree­ 
ment to negotiate withou t a dead­ 
line as the agreement which ef­ 
fectiv ely ended the crisis raised 
by Khru shchev last Nov ember.

He cou ld find no ju stification to 
ask that a special grand ju ry he 
impaneled. DiSalle said after a 9 0- 
minu te conference with legislativ e 
leaders. Atty . Gen. Mark McElroy 
and Frank lin Cou nty Prosecu tor 
Earl Allison. 
The Frank lin Cou nty grand ju ry 
recently indicted Robert Scott of 
Cambridge for failu re to properly 
itemize lobby ing ex pense accou nts 
for the

Glu eck , 
president of He­ 
brew College Jewish Institu te of 
Religion here, said he has track ed 
down old camp sites on what may 
have been 
a major east • west 
trade rou te across the Negev. 
He contends, after mak ing a r­ 
chaeological 
stu dies 
in 
recent 
years, that the Negev once flou r­ 
ished with cities, farms, forests 
and a bu sy civilized life 
He said the cam p sites were 
probably bu ilt by bu sinessmen of 
the time and operated somewhat 
lik e modem motels, charging rent 
to passing caravans. 
Some archaeologists su ggest the 
rou te was important only in the 
16th and 17th centu ries. It winds 
55 miles into present day Jordan 
and joins the ancient King’s High 
way, believed to be the rou te u sed 
by the Biblical Israelites in their 
flight ou t of Egypt. 
Dr. Glu eck said one camp site, 
covering abou t 12 acres, had hou se 
fou ndations 
with 
cou rtyards for 
livestock that traveled with cara­ 
vans The sites had what appeared 
to be terrace walls to captu re rain

j pottery fragments we fou nd in the 
area, we can date the site back to

Some archaeologists suggest the 
route WMS important only in the 
16th and 17th centuries. It winds 
55 miles into present day Jordan 
and joins the ancient King's High­ 
way. believed to be the route used 
by the Biblical Israelites in their 
flight out of Egypt. 
Dr. Glueck said one camp site. 
covering about 12 acres, had house 
foundations 
with 
courtyards for 
livestock that traveled with cara­ 
vans. The sites had what appeared 
to he terrace walls to capture rain 
He said, "hundreds of people 
camped here at one time. From 
pottery fragments we found in the 
area, we can date the site back to 
the period of Abraham, some 4,000 
years ago. Apparently the site was 
reoccupied 3,000 years ago”

NEW YORK (A P) — What im ­ 
pact did America have on Nikita 
Khrushchev? 
While in the Soviet Union, Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon said 
the Soviet leader suffered from 
misconceptions about the United I 
States, which could be corrected 
by visiting us. Well, Khrushchev 
has been here and gone. 
Did we change his mind at all? | 
Indications are that we did, un­ 
less, of course, he never believed 
his own propaganda to begin with. 
Reporters 
on the Khrushchev 
tour repeatedly asked him wheth- i 
er his visit was altering his own 
im age of America. 
Repeatedly, j 
Khrushchev ducked a direct an­ 
swer. 
But there were several indirect 
answers from the round, volatile 
Communist chief. 
In San Francisco, Khrushchev 
said — m aybe he was m erely be­ 
ing polite, but he said it — that 
he saw no difference between the 
American 
governm ent 
and 
the 
American people in their desire 
for peace. 
For the last 14 years of the cold 
war, 
Communist 
propagandists 
have been saying that Am ericans 
as a people want peace but the 
governm ent is warlike. 
For 
years 
Pravda 
ha* 
been 
scream ing that American business 
leaders and the “ ruling classes” 
had to keep the cold w ar going 
because to end it would bring a 
depression. 
But after meeting with top busi­ 
nessm en in New York, Khrush­ 
chev 
conceded that the United 
States could move from a w ar 
economy to a true peace economy 
without economic disaster. 
Traditionally, the Moscow prop­ 
aganda 
mill 
has 
insisted 
the 
Am erican 
worker 
is oppressed, 
exploited, underpaid, ill-fed. 
ill- 
housed 
and 
eternally 
afraid of 
sudden unemployment. 
But the Khrushchev we saw on 
this side of the Atlantic said the 
American 
w orker’s 
situation 
is 
“ not a bad one at all.” He re­ 
m arked 
several 
tim es 
a b o u t 
American prosperity and our high 
standard of living. 
But any appraisal of A m erica's 
im pact on Khrushchev m ust bear 
this in mind: he evidently never 
intended for it to have any im pact. 
He obviously cam e to talk, not 
see, to persuade, not learn, 
But 
if, 
as 
a 
result, 
anyone 


thought Khrushchev was about to 
turn in his Communist card, the 
m aster of the Krem lin disposed 
of that rem ote possibility in his 
farewell appearances in W ashing­ 
ton. 
“ Your country,” he said, “ has 
not changed my opinion that our 
political-social system is the fair­ 
est and most productive.” 
Reporters 
who 
followed 
him 
from coast to coast concluded that 
you can tell Nikita Khrushchev 
anywhere but you can’t tell him 
much.
